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A Flash of Lightning.

“I tell you I didsee it. She had hold of 
the window sill, and the man stood in the 
window above her, trying to wrench her hands 
loose.

He had 
a smooth face, and his head was bald—perfect- 
ly bald. I couldn’t be mistaken.” 

She was considerably agitated, and wonld 
have had me get out at the next station and 
g back tothe spot; but it was now raining 

ard, and, feeling sure that her eyes had de- 
ceived her, I flatly refused to leave her to 
make her way home alone at such a time.

World,

oes were held at the a o and at 
Concordia hall, the latter place beine selected 
by the Israelites from Poland andgRussia, who 
do not subscribe to the reformed or American 
ritual, the one followed at the synagogue. The 
services at Concordia wera very solemn. 
There was no instrumental music, 

At tho synagogue Rabbi Jacobson conducted 
the services which began at aix o'clock. The 
Eervices consisted of the ritual, intersporsed 
with music specially arranged for the orcasion. 
The vocal quartette, composed of Mrs. Salter, 
soprano: Miss Jane Slee, alto; Mr. John Livo- 
ly, tenor; Mr. A, Bischof, base, supple- 
mented by Professor Chas. Cohen’s orchestra 
ol seven pieces, while Professor Weisenfod 
presided at the organ. Borvices at temple 
at ten o’clock yesterday and continued through 
the entire day, 

With the Israelites undoubtedly the holiest 
day in the year is this, beginning onthe even: 
ing of the 9th day of Tishri and ending at 
sunset of the 10th day of that month. Tt is 
known us the Sabbath of Sabbaths. The 16th 
chapter of Leviticus contains a yery explicit 
account of the scope, purpose and possibilities 
of the day. The cbsorvance of the Kippur 
day during the existence of the Jewish com- 
monwealth, while temple, priest and sacrifice 
were in existentc, was something so impres- 
sive and so awc-iuspiring that no description, 
however vivid; geuld approximately 
convey the grandeur of the 
same. In the morning of the day 
of Atonement the pricsts brought out the two 
goats, one of which was sacrificed on thealtar 
while the other, called the goat for *“‘Azazel,” 
was loaded with the ains of the people—the 

riests en the sins of the people and 

aying their hands onthe head of the animal, 
which was thereupon burled from the top of 
a steep precipice, according to some authori- 
ties, or as others have it,was sent into a barren 
land. Onthe day too, and only on this day, 
the high priest wes permitted to enter the Holy 
of Holies of the sanctuary and there mako 
atorement for himself, for his hausshold, for 
the tribe of the priests and for the whola con- 
gregation of Israel. Of course such impres- 
sions were not, conld not have been other 
than deep and lasting. In fact, so profound 
and deep. seated wasthe veneration for the 
dey of atonement, as appointed by Moses,that 
today, iu this age of progress, and rank ma- 
terialism, the Tenth of [Lishri is still most 
potent in its influence. Thousands of Isracl- 
ites, apparently lost to all observance of re- 
ligien, appear before God on this day,.and 
fasting, praying and confessing of sins, form 
the sole occupation of the Jews during these 
twenty-four hours. It would be 
intercsting to speak of somes of 
the fratures of the day, as observed in 
tho rith literature ofthe Hebrews. The day 
is concluded by the solemn recital of the. pas- 
gages teaching the unity, cternity “and glory 
of God, the same passages which are usually 
recited at the bedside of the dying Hebrew, 
before he expires. The sound or blast uf the 
shofar announces: The day is done. 

There are five distinct services for the day 
ofatencment, Fist, the Kol-Nidre, on tho 
eve of the day: second, Shacharith, the morn- 
ing eervice; third, Mussaph, or additional ser- 
vice; fourth, Mincha or Vesper service; fifth, 
Neilah or concluding service.

Thearticle in yesterday's Constrrvrron 
touching upon the question of a tabernacle, 
was received with pleasnre by the good peo- 
ple of Atianta,and during the day several 
gentlemen called at Tax ConerrrvTion office 
and signified a willingness to take stock in the 
enterprise, : 

Daring the day a reporter interviewed sey- 
ers] gentlemen, and foand them ready and 
willing to lend their aid and enconrayement 
to the building’of the tabernacle. 


REV, 8AM W. SMALL, 

Meeting Rev, Sam. Small, the reporter 
asked him concerning the tabernacle project. 
Mr. Small said : ; 

“I understand that the Falton County San: 
day school association committee is moving in 
the matter, and ] hope they will succeed in 
finding a suitable location for a tabernacle 
near the centerofthecity. Ithas long been 
evident that we need such astructure, adapted 
to the use ofall large assemblies, such as unioa 
religious meetings, conventions, etc. Several 
of the great annual conventions of the union 
have rejected propositions to hoid sessions in 
our city because we lack such a building, I 
have a letter now asking about the ad visabili- 
ty of the national convention of the Women’s’ 
Christian Temperance union meeting here in: 
1es7. It meets this month in Minneapolis, 
Minn. Dr. Hawthorne once advanced the 
arguments favorable to the erection of such a 
building as we need. Mr. H.1. Kimball got 
Architect Wheeler to draw a plan of what 
was necded, and I expect Mr. Wheeler yet has 
the very beautiful design he suggested.” 

“Do you think it would pay?’ 

“I deo. I believe the rentals would pay a 
bandsome and constant dividend upon the ia- 
vestment. In some of the meetings held by 
Brother Jones and myself in northern and 
western cities, the committees have. paid as 
much as $100 a day for a hall to held the 
crowds, In Chicago a skating rink cost a 
rental of $2,500 for one month for our use. 
The amusement hall, at Nashville, holding 
three thourand people; brings a minimum rea- 
tal of t yenty-five dollars a night for ali public 
meetings. I believe the stock in an’ Atlanta 
tabernacle would béa premium (‘{nvestment.’’ 

‘Have you subscribed for $100 worth of it?” 

“No; but 1 have s2id to J. C. Kimbali that I 
will gladly give $100 towards the project, be- 
cause of the public good that it would confer 
upon Atlanta.”

His Farewell Speech on Leaving the City 
of Mexico, 

Just before leaving the City of Mexico to

HANCOCK'S MONUMENT. 


THB MAGNIFICENT ARMY POST 
NEAR ATLANTA... 


Where Itfe and What It ts—Progress of the Work— 
Fifty Buildings to be Brected-—Grounds to 
be Beautified—To be Oompicted in 
Three Years—All About § It. 


The new army post, known as Camp Han- 
ovck, is four miles from the city, on the line 


of the Central railroad. 

It will be remembered that after congress 
appropriated $500,000 to lay out the grounds 
and to erect the necessary buildings, the late 
General W. 8. Hancock came to Atlant: and 
selected the site. It lies on the right of the 
railroad, going toward East Point, and con- 
sists partly of open fields and partly of wood- 
lands. The number of acresis one hundred 
and forty. It is proposed by the government 
to purchase one hundred acres more, thus 
making two hundred and forty. 

The site is admirably suited for the purpose 
iotended. It is easily drained, and yet is not so 
hilly as to prevent the necessary grading.

THE OTHER TWO BUILDINGS 
will be used to house soldiers. 

The commissary and bakehouse will be 
forty feet long and thirty feet wide. One of 
the buildings used to house soldiers will be 
three hundred ard seventeen feet long by 
thirty feet wide, and the other will be two 
hurdred and seventy feet long by thirty feet 
wae All the buildings wilibe two stories 

igh. 

On tomorrow the contract for grading 
twenty-two thousand cubic feet will be let, 
aud on the 30th instant contracts for construct- 
—_ more buildings will be let, 

he contractors nowat work are Maher & 
Bowe, of this city. 

Mr. Russell informed the reporter that the 
total] number of buildings to be erected would 
be fifty. Every one of them will be of 

BRICK AND STONE. 
They will be erected on either side of well 
arranged streets, with similarly constructed 
entrances facing north and sonth. The streets 
will be macadamized and the sidewalks will 
be curbed and paved. 

Besides the buildings to be used by the sol- 
diere, there will be a hospital, a guardhonse, 
stables and all necessary cuthouses. 

The cflicere’ quarters will be upon a low hill 
about five hundred feet north of the soldiers’ 
quaiters, Between the two will be the parade 
ground. 

Briefly, it may be said that when the post is 
completed it will be a little town. The very 
best system of drainage will be used, and both 
gas and water works will be erected. Already 
an artesian well has been bored, which will 
farnish about half the water needed. 

THE UNOCCUPIED LAND, 

that is, that not occupied by the buildings, 
will be used chiefly for gardens. It is pro- 
poeed to raise all sorts of vegetables and what- 
ever provender may be necessary for the 
stock kept at the post. A range for rifle prac- 
tice will occupy an open space south of the 
buildings, 

Mr. Russell said that the post would accom-

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A SAD COURT SCENE. 


Two Little Boys Accusers of Their Father 
—A Thrilling Temperance Lecture. 
From the Philadelphia Telegraph. 

‘Patrick Collins.”’ 

A manly little fellow of twelve years, with 
a round bright face and dark eyes, and 
dressed in a neat Knickerbocker suit, walked 
erect and rapidly toward the clerk in the 
court of oyer and termiuer in Jersey City 
yesterday. He bad his hand on the Bible, 
and promised to tell the truth, the whole 
tantb, and nothing but the trath. 

A inan of forty years, plainly bat neatly 
attired, intently watched the child. He had 
shuddered when the name was called by 
Prosecutor Winfield, and nervously squeezed 
-his black felt hat as the child was sworn 
An expression in which admiration and fear 
were biended came over his face as his eyes 
noted the bright, ready demeanor of the boy- 

The spectators looked on the scene with 
wrapt attention, for they knew that the boy 
was to tell how his mother was murdered, 
and that the murderer, the man, was his 
father. 

Jumes Collins and his wife led a cat-and 
dog life for many years. On May 17 last—a 
Sunday—they guarrelled. The next morn- 
ing the wife was found in bed dead, her 
nursing baby at her side. Forty woands 
were counted by County Physician Coaverse 
on ber body. The occurrences of that Sua- 
day were known in part to the two boys; 
fully, opiy to the prisoner. * 

Tbe prisoner’s counsel offered a plea of 
menslaughter, which was refused. A consul- 
tation and another long conference with 
Judge Knapp and the prosecutor followed. 
‘Tbe counsel for the defense evidently did not 
desire to assume the risk of atrial. They 
cfiered to pleady guilty to murder in the 
second degree.

smiled in return as a faint smile of pride at 
the intelligence of his boy stole tor a moment 
on the face of the father. Pat:i-k did not see 
the fatal assault. He lef: his wretched home 
at 10 o’clock on Sunday morning because his 
father and his mother had been drinking and 
be feared trouble. He remained away uau! 8 
o'clock that night. Tears moistened tis 
cheeks and he sobbed as te described how on 
his return he went to his mamma’s bed. He 
thought she was asleep. He was hungry,and 
shook her to arouse her as he asked for a slice 


} of bread. He could not wake her, and went 


into his father’s room. papa was awake 
and told him “‘mamma was dead.’’ The child 
sgain wept when he related how, the night 
before, bis mother bad tried to push his father 
down stairs because he would not give her his 
wages; but the tears were chased away by 
smiles when he enumerated the articles his 
futher bought that Saturday night for him 
and his brothers. 

Martin, bis brother, who is a year younger, 
wes vlso called, Like his brother, Martin 
bas en attiactive face. Heisof fir complex- 
ion, and bas blue eyes, He showed not the 
least Dervousiives or fear. He seemed to ad- 
mire his father\and was disposed to cast the 
blame on bis dead mother. [n his testimony 
he told how that Sanday morning his mother 
fel), and in her rage broke the stove with a 
bammer. Shesent him for whisky. He broke 
down as he said ‘‘I didn’t want to go.’’ Ia 
a mement he recovered and nh x ‘She 
said she would kill me stone dead it I didn't 


g0."’ He brought her a bottle of whisky, and 
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she drank it. He left her asleep in the rock 
ing-chair at half-past 5in the afternoon. His 
father was sjeeping in the bed at the time. 
When he returned home three hours later his 
mother was dead. He voluntarily told of 
several fights in which his mother was the 
aggressor, and reluctantly described those in 
which his father waz at fault. As he left the 
stand and passed bis father, the father mut- 
tered: ‘Ged bless you, my son; God bless 
you!”’ 

County Physician Converse selected Pat- 
rick’s base-ball bat as the weapon with which 
the death blow was probably inflicted. 

The defendant submitted a ‘written state- 
ment He was remanded for sentence. The 
extreme penalty is twenty years at hard 
labor in state prison. 

What disposition to make of the two boys 
puzzles Prosecutor Winfield, who is greatly 
attached to them, and is loath to have them 
sent to any institution. They will be de-
